14 SECTION 1. BEIT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF
15 MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read asfollows:

18 (A) EXCEPT ASPROVIDED IN SUBSECTION (B) OF THIS SECTION, A PERSON

19 MAY NOT TRANSPORT A DEER CARCASSIN A VEHICLE ON A HIGHWAY IN THE STATE
20 UNLESS THE DEER CARCASSISCOVERED IN A MANNER THAT PREVENTS THE DEER
21 CARCASS FROM BEING VISIBLE.

22 (B) A PERSON MAY TRANSPORT A DEER CARCASS UNCOVERED IN THE BED OF
23 A TRUCK THAT ISNOT ENCLOSED ON THE TOPIF:

24 (1) THE TAILGATE OF THE TRUCK IS CLOSED; AND
25 2 THE BED OF THE TRUCK IS ENCLOSED ON THE SIDES.

26 © A VIOLATION OF THIS SECTION ISNOT CONSIDERED A MOVING VIOLATION
27 FOR PURPOSES OF § 16-402 OF THIS ARTICLE.
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1 (D) A PERSON CONVICTED OF A VIOLATION OF THIS SECTION ISSUBJECT TO A
2 FINE OF $100.

3 SECTION 2. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act shall take effect
4 October 1, 2003.
